“There have been many cases 
in which unfavorable market in- 
formation has been spread through 
an isolated district, followed by a 
visit from another buyer who 80 
cured the cattle at a low price. In 
the old days the ranchers used to 
send a representative up to a ra- 
road point and the only provision 
in the contract he would make 
would be that he was to furnish 
no many steers with so many teeth, 
indicating their age. One who pro- 
duced scrubby cattle got just as 
goed a price as one with good cat- 
tie.

I am going to tell you today just 
a little bit more of what I heard 
my doctor discuss with my family 
about the milk question, because I 
want you to realize that K is ter- 
ribly important for babies to have 
milk that is clean and unadulter- 
ated and free from disease. 

Milk is, as I told you before, just 
as good for germ babies to thrive 
on as it is for us human babies. 
They multiply very rapidly in it 
under the right conditions, espe- 
cially if it is not kept on ice. 

Some people who have not in- 
vestigated thoroughly, say that it 
is very ally to say that germs can 
cauee disease. That the germs are 
the result of disease ingtead of the 
cause. But, in reality, these peo- 
ple themselves are making the silly 
etatement. 

You cannot say that the cab- 
bages are the result ot the ground 
being harrowed and fertilized; 
there must be the seeds of cabbage 
planted in order to produce cab- 
bages, and so it is in the infectious 
diseases—that is, these diseases 
that are caused by germa There 
must be planted certain specific 
germs in order to have the dis- 


ease. 

I told you a short while ago that 
tuberculosis, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria. typhoid, septic sore throat, 
dissentary and other disease germs 
could multiply in milk if it were 
infected by them. And then ff the 
milk is given to us, we may get 
the disease. 

I want to speak especially, of 
tuberculosis, because cows them- 


that 
tuberculosis could not be contracted 
by human beings, but now my doc- 
tor says that 25 to 30 per cent of 
all tuberculosis in children under 


be thought 


& years of age, is caused by the 
bovine tuberculosia. And because 
that comes from infected cows’ 
milk which is drunk is the reason 
why most tuberculosis in children 
is in the bones and joints and neck 
giands and intestines instead of in 
the lunga Thie will make you real- 
ize how very important it is to have 
milk free from tuberculosis germs. 

I am going to tell you some oth- 
er time more about tuberculosis in 
babies and children. Doctor says 
that tuberculosis germs are not in- 
herited by ua She says that even 
though a mamma has tuberculosis, 
if her baby does not have close as- 
sociation with her and she does not 
nurse her baby, it can be free from 
disease. But it would be sad for 
a baby to escape tuberculosis in 
one way and then get it in another, 
wouldn't it? 

Keeping children from having 
bovine tuberculosis is very easy, if 
the milk, cream and fresh milk 
products are pasteurized or if they 
are secured from cows that are free 
from tuberculesis. Cows should be 
tested with the tuberculin test at 
least twice a year to determine 


. All this sounds very technical 
for a baby to be talking about, but 
you understand how I happen to 
have this knowledge and you will 
be careful to see that your babies 
do not get the disease, won't you?
